years there has been but one bride of the 
White House; Indeed only one in our 
history desc rving the real term, and she 
has been one of the most popular women 
the countrj has known. We refer, of 
course, to Mrs. Grover Cleveland

Mr. Cleveland. Be is inordinately admir- 
ed or detested according as one looks at 
bis political views. He has, however, al- 
ways benn a bard fighter, and a good 
hater.

Bonce the 
suit. «W-hen, however, counsel for the 
borough sough/ to offer In evidence the 
ordinance in question counsel for the rail- 
way company objected upon the ground 
that it had not been properly certified by 
the Clerk of Council as required by law 
This proved to$e tine, and (he plaintiff 
was compelled to abandon the case. 


The jury in the case of Frank W. Hinkle 


vs. the Philadelphia and Easton Railway 
Company returned • verdict in favor of 
the defendant company.

been polluted by the construction of the 
railway which had turned tbe surface 
water into th« well. 


In the Mood Beaumont case, which took 


up three days' session of court, counsel 
for the defendants will ask Judge Stout 
to grant a new trial. The jury returned 
a verdict for one dollar in lavor of the 
plaintiffs. 
In this case a great many wit- 


nesses were examined. It wag alleged by 
the plaintiff, Mrs. Ella Mood, that the de- 
fendant, Charles Beaumont, in exercise of 
his right to go upon the plaintiff's pro- 
perty to repair a mill race had widened 
the race and encroached upon the plain- 
tiff's land. 


ARREST OF BANK OFFICIALS. 
In spite of the fact that it was not alto- 


gether unexpected, the news of tbe arrest 
of former President Lear and Cashier 
Brock, of the Doylestown National Bank, 
approached a sensation. The Government 
was so long in taking action in the mat- 
ter that the conviction was gaining ground 
tbat nntbint! of a criminal nature bad 
been discovered, but that view of the situ- 
ation was proved to be incorrect when the 
two man were taken into custody Friday 
morning and arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Craig, in Philadel- 
phia, where they waived a bearing and 
were held in bonds of $7,600 each for their 
appearance at the March term of court. 


The warrants wefe quietly served and 


Mr. Lear and Mr. Brock accompanied the 
officer to Philadelphia, leaving here on 
the 10.50 train. They were accompanied 
by Isaac R. Rosenberger, of Col mar, presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia and Easton Kail- 
way Company; Joseph H. Fretz 
and 


Daniel McLaughlin, of Doylestown, the 
former proprietor of the Fountain House, 
Doylestowu, who became thMr bondsmen. 


The proceedings betore tbe Commis- 


sioner occupied but e few moments, as 
the former bank officers waived* a hearing 
and were soun at liberty, returning to 
Doylestown in the afternoon. 


Tbe warrants were sworn out by Edward 
f. Mozey, National Bank Examiner, who 
has been going over the books of tbe bank 
tor some time, flia affidavits m the case 
of each defendant are practcally the same. 


They charge misappropriation of funds 


of the inatuuuoQ amounting in Mr. Lear's 
case to $GO,000 and in Mr. Brock's, $70,- 
000. 
' 


At the hearing the Commissioner read 


separately the affidavits setting forta the 
charges on which the arrests "were made. 
The affidavit in tbe case of Mr, Lear set 
forth as follows: 


Edward P. Moxey, being duly sworn, 


doth depose and say tbat he is a national 
bank examiner; that, to the best of his 
knowledge, information and belief, on the 


rumored tbat eminent counsel will be em- 
ployed to defend the former hank officers. 
The turn of affairs has been a great blow 
not Only to the two men bat their families 
who, 
like themselves, had hoped that the 


worst wag over when the affairs of the 
bank had been straightened out as far as 
possble through reorganization. 
It ls,the 


opinion of the present bank officers who 
•re familiar with the* facts disclosed by 
tbe investigation conducted by Examiner 
Moxey that no other arrests will be made. 


Tbe bank closed its doors by order of 


Deputy Comptroller Kane on Thursday 
July 80, after examiners had made a, thor- 
ough examination of the intstiution, when 
it was declared tbat the entire stock bad 
been wiped out, together with the surplus, 
and that there -was a deficit of about 
$115,000. Receiver J. W. Scbofleld waa 
placed in charge, but after sevreal weeks 
was succeeded by Receiver Robert Lyons, 
who continued In charge until the re- 
organization 
was effected by tbe stock- 


holders paying $73 per share to make 
good the capital stock and deficit, placing 
tbe institution on a firm basis again. 


This was only accomplished after a com- 


mittee of the stockholders had made an 
examination of tbe effects, and on Thncrs- 
day, October 15, the doors were again 
open for business with Dr. J. N. Jacobs, 
president of tbe Montgomery Tiust Com- 
pany, Norrlstown, as president of the re- 
oragnized institution, and Isaac Roberts, 
of Conabohocken, as cashier.

It charges 
tbat Mr. Brock obtained moneys by means 
of a check drawn to the order of Ross, 
Morgan t Co., for $2000; one on the West 
End Trust Company, for $1250, and a 
third payable to 0. S. Roberts for $300. 
All of this money and divers other sums, 
amounting 
to $70,000, 
tbe 
affidavit 


alleged, was obtained unlawfully and in 
violation of Section 5209, of tbe United 
States Revised Statutes. 


No testimony was taken at the hearing. 


Assistant United States District Attorney 
Thompson briefly outlined, the circum- 
stances prompting tbe issuing of the war- 
rant. He then asked to have the defen- 
dants each held under $10,000 bail for 
court. The Commissioner thought $7600 
was sufficient.

You 


and I know the value of that "God bless 
you," uttered by a father or mother in 
tears. Those tearful prayers have follow- 
ed us In every dark hour. 
Mark the fact 


that David did not asitbe Lord regarding 
nls going Into battle; and life's highway 
Is lull of wrecks who have gone into the 
battle of life without God's blessing. 
Again we learn that the Philistines bad 
no faith in David, and requesteed him to 
turn back. We see David on bis home- 
ward march, tbe men ol Israel filled viith 
the thought ol Home and children, and 
with a jovfol step they march In solid 
column toward the city, and as they drew 
near tbe city they see smoke ascending. 
Now the troops with doublequick march 
enter the city and find their wives and 
children gone, carried away Into captivity. 
I see tbo pale face of the warrior of Israel 
as he wept until "he had no more power 
twweep " That wai a mighty wall of 
anguish and It has its lesson in life to- 
day.

and then led in prayer.

E. Chapel, which was 
received witfi rapt attention. The quar- 
tette again favored the audience by sinn- 
ing "The 
Wayside Cross," with Dr 


'1 bomas as soloist. 


Rev. Randall preached a helpful and in- 


spiring sermon, using as his text let 
Samuel, 7 12 
"Then Samuel took a 


stone and set It between Mizpah and Hhen 
and called the name of it Ebenezer, say- 
Ing, hitherto bath the Lord helped us.' 
Some of tbe thoughts advanced were 
That the chapel was similar in purpose to 
the stone; that character formed now will 
last long after the building has crumbled 
to dust, the capbl stands as a testimony 
of tha woiklng together in unity of tbe 
brethren; it is not the result of one man's 
ambition, not the work of any creed 
formulated by men in olden times, nor 
tbe pride of any denomination, but was 
built in the name of Christ, by Hie fol 
lowers, which work has been made possible 
by tbe interdenominational Christian En- 
deavor Society; the burning of tbe mort- 
gage which represents the relieving of the 
chapel of its burden of debt is symbolical 
of tbe relieving of the body of Us burden 
of sin by the consuming power of the 
Holy'Spirit.

be used toward painting the chapel

mortgage.

gage was crumpled and placed upon a 
waiter held by A L Spencer

was applied by him and as the fire U ok 
hold the congregation rose and sang the 
doxology with tbe spirit of a heartfelt 
prayer—especially 
by those who had 


worked so bard during the last five years 
with this end In view. 


Rev. Wright then led in prayer and the 


quartette sang "God Be With You Till 
We Meet Again," the

loiniug in the chorus. The people were 
then dismissed with a benediction pro- 
nounced by Dr. Greenougn, and the con 
gregation dispersed feeling that it had 
been good to be there.

closing the meeting a Sunday school was 
organized with I cannot now tell how 
manv teachers and scholars. 


Most of the early members are gone— 


somewhere; a part to their long home, 
while others remain to do service in this 
their time of probation and whose faces 
we seldom tee. There may be some of the 
early 
members here today. But the 


, school remains. 
Whatever seeds of piety 


i snd religion may have been sown in all 


this time, now nearly forty jeari, seems 
not to have been altogether in shallow soil, 
aad some fruit of the labor of many faith-

neighborhood.

Preachers of the 
gospel 
have not 


thought it amiss to come to us gratuitous- 
ly to present the plan of salvation and 
just how many 
hearers have accepted 


these generous offers, and who are or who 
have been otherwise influenced by them, 
we may not know until tbe last great day 
The faithful, unselfish teachers who have 
given of their time need not suppose there 
is no reward for them. 
In years to C'-me, 


when other cares nut them off from active 
Sunday school work or thev stay only as 
hearers, they may revert to the time when 
they, too, were active in the work and 
trust that to their, Influence somebody else 
has been made better and that they them- 
selves have grown in their effort to assist 
others. Bnt the present time is not to 
follow the Sunday school only to say that 
tbe Lord's cause had a beginning here 
and that it was kept alive through the 
yearn. Tne sessions of the Sunday school 
were held in the public school room by 
leave of the directors. More than once, 
maybe, there was strong talk of ejecting 
it but by some mysterious decree of 
Providence it remained and tbe opposition 
was subdued 
No other meetings than 


Sunday school were allowed there for the 
last few years preceding the erection of 
this building 
Anything extra must find 


a place somewhere else, in most cases in 
the old chapel now owned by John 8. 
Stradling, whose many favors toward us 
may we never ferget, and whose unselfish- 
ness can bnt gain him friends at all times. 


Therefore when Rev. Frederick Getty, 


of Langhorne, proposed to hold a few ex- 
tra meetings here*ihat building, was pre- 
pared, and on February 28, 1898, with 
several friends accompanying him, he 
preached to a numerous audience. Other 
meetings followed and the congregations 
were addressed by various speakers, among 
-whom were Rev James Paulson and Dr. 
Heritage. Some of the bearers 
were 


brought to serious thouaht and led to 
unite with the church. Some did not go 
so far, yet we hope that an impression for 
right was made, such as shall not be lost 
and If heeded may tirjng its possessor to 
tbe blissful fiajds of eternal life. 


It wai suggested by Mr. Getty that a 


Christian Endeavor Society be organized 
in order to interest tbe young folks aad to 
give them more active work in the cause 
of tbe Master. 
Accordingly, on March 2, 


a Toong People's Society of Christian 
Endeavor was formed with Walter* Ohnb- 
buck, president, and Mrs. 0. T. Stradling, 
secretary. The Brat formal Christian En- 
deavor meeting was held March 6, 1898, 
in tbe old chapel. At that time there

Scbafer, of Langhorne, took a trip South, 
going first to Brandy Station, Virginia, 
where they spent a fortnight with friends 
at Belle Pre plantation and in viewing the 
historic places of interest in Oulpepper 
county and then going to Washington 


Friends' Home, in Newtown, early Satur- 
day morning, in tbe 86th year of his age. j 


Isaac Eyre waa tbe eon of Isaac and 


Eleanor (Oooper) Evre. 
His paternal 


grandfather, Isaac Eyre, a native of Ches- 
ter county, this State, and of English de- 
scent, was a son of William Eyre, a pio- 
neer of Chester county. 
In Thorpe's cat- 


alogue of the deeds of Buttle Abbey is 
found the following legendarv account ; 
of the name of Ayree, formerly Eyre. The 
first of this family was named Truelove, 
one of tbe followers of William the Con-' 
queror. At the battle of Hastings, A, D. 
SCO, Duke William was thrown from bis 
horse and his hem let beaten into his face, 
which Truelove observed, pulled off, and 
horsed him again. The Duke told him: 
"Thou shalt hereafter from Truelove be 
called i£yro (or air), because thou hast 
given me the air I breathe/' After the 
battle tha Duke, on inquiring concerning 
him, found him severly wo\unded. 
He 


ordered that he should be given the ut- 
most care and on his recovery gave him 
land in Derby in reward tor his services, 
»nd the leg and thigh in armor, cut off 
fot his crest an honorary badge still worn 
by all tbe Eyres in England, and tb > land 
is still in the name of Eyre.

Eyre, of Chester, now in Delaware coun- 
ty the first known of the family In Ameri- 
ca, was a large landholder. 


Isaac, his youngest son, was also a large 


landowner in Chester, and was a magis- 
trate for many years. 
His first wife was 


a daughter of Jonas Preston, a pioneer 
miile&of Middletown, who built the first 
mill at Bridgetown, Del., and died there. 
Isaac Eyre's maternal grandfather was

William Cooper was a member 


of the Colonial legislature of New Jersey 
in 1681, and was also a commissioner for

Aaaixned to Work Among III* Own i 
Tribemnen la 
Indian Terr.lory, 


Where Ul« Influence I* Potent. 
Until Rev. Father Albert Neguhnquet 


completed his four years' course in the 
propaganda at Rome, during the pres- 
ent year, there had never been a full 
blood Indian admitted to the priest- 
hood if the Uouun Catholic chuich. 
Since the first days following America's 
discovery this church has ever been 
zealous in converting the Indians and 
through education placing them m a 
position to advance in civilization. 
There have been, too. many zealous 
converts, but none have ever before 
cached the priesthood. 
Father Negahnquet was born in tS74 


on the Pottawatomie Indians' former 
reservation, near St. Mary's, Kan. 
Through the untiring efforts of Jesuit 
missionaries the Pottawatomie tribe, 
nearly a century before, had been con- 
verted to the Catholic faith. The oldest 
of ten children. Negahnquet was taken 
at a tender age to the Church of the 
Assumption at Topeka, Kan., for bap- 
Ism. Soon afterward his parents re- 
moved with other members of the tribe 
o the Pottawatomies' new reservation, 
then in the cential part of Indian Ter- 
ritory. 
He attended the government 


school for Indians, and his unusual in- 
lelligence as a pupil attracted the at- 
:entlon of the teachers. They encour- 
aged him to go further with his studies, 
and he therefore entered the School of 
the Sacred Heart, maintained for the 
Indians by the Catholics in southern 
Pottawatomie county, Okla 


While attending Sacred Heart this 


Indian student came into the nptice of 
Mother Kathcrine Drexel, a member of 
the celebrated Philadelphia family of 
that name, and seeing his excellent 
qualifications she interested her sister, 
Mrs Morell. Through the Influence of 
those two women in particular Negahn- 
quet completed his studies at Sacred 
Heart, «nd at their expense, and was 
then admitted to the Indian school at 
Carlisle, Pa 
Afterward he was trans 


ferred to the Catholic university at 
Washington to enter upon his studies 
for the priesthood proper 


Finishing at Washington, a scholar- 


ship was secured for Negahnquet in 
the propaganda at Rome througji the 
influence of Bishop Theodore Meer- 
scbaert of Oklahoma 
With a large 


class of students from all parts of the 
world, the joung Pottawatomie devot- 
ed four years studiously to preparation 
for his future work At the close of 
their studies the students of the propa- 
ganda were asked to deliver an address 
In their native tongue. There were 
forty-eight languages spoken on the oc 
caslon. early last summer, when Fa- 
ther Negabnquet gave his address in 
the tongue of his fathers, that of the 
Pottawatomies, the Urst time its sounds 
had ever been heard in historic Rome. 


Negahnquet was consecrated to the 


priesthood in Rome by Cardinal Ros- 
pighi, cardinal vicar of Rome, on June 
0, within the Church of St. John Lat- 
eran, the resting place now of the late 
Leo. Negahnquet said his first mass at 
the holy column of the Church of San 
ta Prasseda and at the altar of Santa 
Colona. It was only a few days before 
Pope Leo XIII. was stricken with his 
fatal illness that Negahnquet, along 
with other members of his class, saw 
the pontiff. 
They were to have re- 


ceived his blessing, but in the mean 
time the pope's illness interfered, anc 
Father Negahnquet sailed for home to 
begin the work to which his life hac 
been consecrated. His first mass hi 
America he said at St. Joseph's church 
In Oklahoma City in August the first 
mass ever chanted by a Roman Catb 
olic clergyman who was a full blooc 
Indian. He is now located at Musko- 
gee, I. T., as assistant pastor of the 
church there. It was at his request 
that work among his own people was 
assigned him. He anticipates doing a 
great work among the Indians, and he 
undertakes the work for bis church 
with the highest prospects. 


There is a story related among thi 


Catholic Indians that two members o: 
the Oneldas entered the propaganda in 
the early forties with the intention o 
completing the course, but one sicken 
ed and died; the other became dlscour 
aged, quit the school and, it Is pre- 
sumed, returned to the wild life of hi 
tribe. Negahnquet is modest regarding 
himself and of rather a taciturn dis- 
position, asking that it be made known 
that it .Is not he claiming himself to b 
the first and only Indian priest. 


Negahnquet Is still young, of a fin 


physique and bearing, probably some 
what undersized when the genera 


pj his tribesmen \a opiislflerec' 


but he shows strength an'd endurance. 
With a well modulated voice, not too 
strong, and of a modest demeanor al- 
ways, he gives the impression of in- 
tense earnestness In his chosen life 
work. 


In this connection It should be said 


that his tribesmen revere him and 
yield quickly to his advice and teach- 
ngs.—Gnthrie (Okla.) Letter in St.

The Papal Chair In St. Peter'*. 
The papal chair in St. Peter's cathe- 


dral is, it Is claimed, the oldest and 
most interesting relic of antique furni- 
ture In existence, baring been In use 
since the days of ancient Rome.
